ἽἼ AM probably making myself 

more useful to the French 
people here at Colombey writing 
my Memoirs than 1 would be at 
the Elysée Palace, if ἃ had stay- 
ed there," General de Gaulle told 
a visitor a few months before his 
death, The French now ‘have the 
opportunity to form thelr own 
opinion on this Issue, The seco! 
volume of his Memolrs has just 
been published and, with an in- 
itial print order for 600,000 copies, 
It # apparent that the new In- 
stalment, which is entitled “The 
Effort," will soon be rivalling its 
predecessor in the best-seller lists. 
But unfortunately de Gaulle got 
no further than the second chap- 
ter when death struck him down 
last November, So the book covers 
πὸ more than the opening months 
of 1962 when, with Algeria at last 
Independent, he was turning = his 
attention to French domestic poll- 
tlea and organising the referen- 
dum which amended the Conatitu- 
tion so that he could ‘be elected 
three years later for asecond term 
by a national poll of the entire 
electorate. 

De Gaulle may not have much 
to say in the slim pages of “The 
Effort." But the meager material 
which it contains is certainly in- 
atructive. ‘For it contalns the long- 
awalted pen portrait of Georges 
Pompidou which hia readers had to 
forgo in the first volume. De 
Gaulle chose Pompidou 88 Tis se- 
cond Prime Minister in 1961 after 
winning overwhelming approval in 
186 first of his tong series of 
referendums for his  declalon to 
make Algeria Independent. The Ge- 
neral considered that 80 dramatic 
a change in French policy had 
to be marked by a change in the 
preniership. The Yoyal Michel Debré, 
who bravely swallowed his distaste 
for the surrender of France's last 
North African colony, was duly 
dismissed with a warm. testimonial 
in which the General asked him to 
remain available for some future 
summons. Many people suspected 
de Gaulle Intended Debré ἴο be 
his successor some day. But this 
was not to be. Meanwhile hia job 
ag Prime ‘Minister went to Pom- 
pidou, who had previously served 
ag an aide to de Gaulle In the 
early years after the Liberation of 
France and had finally left his 
staf? in 1956 in order to take ἃ 
top job with the Rothschild Bank. 


Patronizing 


Ever since de Gaulle dropped 
Pompidou during the tumultuous 
summer of 1988 which almost 
brought down the Fifth Republic 
_ but only to sce him become 
France's new president 8 few 
montha later when he resigned in 
a huff — the Fremcch have- won- 
dered what the General really 
thought of the man who now gov- 
urns in his stead. Now they know 
the answer. De Gaulle writes: “Al- 
though his intelligence and culture 
enable him to master every kind 
ef idea, his nature makes him 
give priority to the practical elde 
of things." In other words the 
General patronisingly contrasts his 
own cosmic attitude towards the 
affairs of state with the humdrum 
approach of his deputy. Rubbing 
sult in the wounds, de Gaulle con- 
tinuea: “While he revares brilliant 
action. adventurous enterprises and 
audacity combined with authority 
he prefers prudent approaches and 
restrained steps, excelling in each 
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case in embracing all the elements 
of a problem and in finding 5 
solution.” 

But the most telling comment- 
aty on the role whieh he assign- 
ed to Pompidou 18 the statement, 
which he makea hore for the first 
thlme: “I put Pompidou in office 
in order to assist me for a given 
task, Circumstances were to weigh 
heavily enough for mé to keep 
him there for longer than any 


nd century.” fPompidou's asalgnment, of 


chief of government during this 
course, was to help de Gaulle re- 
establish the unity of & country 
which had come close to the 
verge of clvil war in ita litter 
debate over the future of Algeria. 
But, by failing to explain what 
were the circumstances which com~ 
pelled him to retein Pompidou at 
hig side, de Gaulle has post- 
humously started a new guessing 


game. 
Malraux report 


A clue to the General's motives 
is contalned In another Insight on 
his political philosophy, “The Felled 
Oaks," & rambling, ‘but extreme- 
ly informative report by André Mal- 
roux of a four-hour conversation 
with him at his retreat In Colom- 
bey. De Gaulle told his former Min- 
Ister of Culture: "Ἴ had a contract 
with France, and the contract was 
broken." Malraux asked de Gaulle 
lf he set the breach of contract 
during the turmoil of 1968 or at 
his re-electlon by a narrow majo- 
rity in 1965. De Gaulle replied: 
“Much earller, that ia why T took 
on Pompidou." He probably meant 
“kept” rather than “took on,” but 
iMalroux's book does not follow up 
this Intriguing point. However Μ|- 
chel Droit, a Gaullist journalist 
whom the General always chose 48 
his partner during television inter- 
views, heard from Malraux about the 
eurlous formula of “breach of con- 
tract.” When he was received at 
Colombey last year Droit elicited 
this answer from de Gaulle: “It 
dates back to Decemher 1965, to the 
first round of the. election when 
I falied to win outright.” 

So de Gaulle must have consi- 
dered during his last three years 
the Elysée Palace that he no long- 
er enjoyed the confidence of the 
French people and that Pompidou 
was the real interpreter of thelr 
sentiments. This explains why Pom- 
pidou remained Prime Minister af- 
ter yet another closely fought elec- 
tora! battle in the general elec- 
tion of 1967, It is now falrly cer- 
tain that if de Gaulle had made a 
triumphal re-centry to the Hlysée in 
1965 or the Gaullists to the Natlonal 
Assembly two yeara later, the Ge- 
neral would have promptly replac~ 
ed Pompidou by ‘Maurice Couve de 
Murville. It waa Couve, France's 
former ambassador in Cairo, who 
as de Gaulle’s Forelgn Minister for 
ten uninterrupted years, helped to 
found the pro-Arab policy which 
Teached fruition when France split 
from Israel on the eve of the Six 
Day War. And, if Couve had be- 
come Prime ‘Minister, he would 
Prohably be President of France to- 


day.

illiterate. ‘There was no instruction 
in arithmetic, history, aphy 
or any secular subject. School, says 
Reuven, who a8 an adult deligh' 
in both words and ideas, was “aw- 
fw.” If the boys spoke Arabic 
among themselves — the language 
they had grown up with — he says 
they were beaten for not speaking 
Hebrew, but the teachera spoke 
among themselves in Yiddish. 
Reuven, being cheeky, once asked 
them why they did this, and he 
was thrown out of class. 


This is all 20 years ago, but to- 
day Reuven is measured up against 
others who were at schoo! in Israel 
or elsewhere, 20 years ago. I my- 
self, for ingtance, wag at school in 
post-war Britain, and at the age of 
eight, we were learning arithmetic 
and drawing pictures of stone-age 
man, 


Left school at 12 


Reuven left school at the age of 
12, “and I was very happy to be on 
the streets. It wasn't so boring 
and nobody beat us." By that time 
he had nine brothers and sisters 
(several others had died in infan- 
cy), some of whom had already 
tangled with the police and been 
sent to reform schools. Reuven's 
father by that time had become 
ill through a back injury and after 
1954 was unable to support his 
family, Reuven, in common with 
other Musrara boys, uéed to po 
to Mahane Yehuda market to steal 
vegetables, and eventually he was 
caught and put on probation. 
Round about the same time, I have 
vague memories of lifting packets 
of shampoo from a chemist shop 
and stealing some cherries from a 
verctable stall. I was roundly told 
oft by the Breengrocer, but never 
threntened with probation. 


Just after this Reuven's history 
becomes more complicated. Reu- 
ven claims that he was admiring 
ἃ motor-bike one day and writing 
his name on the dust that had 
caked on the frame. The police 
eame along and charged him with 
stealing the motor-bike. In the ju- 
venile court, his probation officer, 
“who was a very good woman." 
pleaded with the had 6 not to send 

im to reform school. All his bro- 
thers had gone there, she said, 
and he was a gifted boy who 
would be ruined at ἃ reform 
school, She recommended ἃ kib- 
butz, and Reuven was duly des- 
patched to Mishmar Hancgev. 


Although he was very lonely 
there since all other children had 
come directly from Youth Aliya, 
Reuven looks back on his two 
yeara at the kibbutz with nostalgia 
and affection. He was put in the 
backward class at first, but was 
promoted a year later and did well 
in his studies, taking a particular 
interest in “Hebrew, Bible and che- 
mistry. In those days I dreamed of 
being a chemist and going to the 
Weizmann Institute.” 


However, a message was sent 
through his family for him to re- 
turn and hele to support them and 
he came back and was apprenticed 
to a plumber. He started to work 
and earned [L90 a month, of which 
he pave IL50 to his parents and 
IL30 to his sisters. He worked at 
this for two years, he says, and 
then he went to the army for in- 
duction. ; 


Rejected by army 


“Then they asked if 1 had a po- 
lice reeord. I told them yes. They 
sent me to the psychiatrist who 
saw me for cxactly three minutes. 
Then they told me to fo to room 
8. where [ was told that I wouldn't 
be accepted in the army. I was 
terribly hurt, I wanted to go to 
the army. Then I thought, well, 
T'll help my parents for the next 
two years instead.” . 


(The army says procedure is a 
little different. All recruits are 
seen by a psychiatrist, and if the 
boy's background gives reason for 
disquict; then an investigation is 
made and police consulted. But 
it is not a decision taken in a 
mutter of minutes.) 

Reuven had made friends in his 


kibbutz days, whom he still saw. 
“Some of them were girls and they 
were always asking me, ‘When 
are you going into the army? J 
would always tell them that I'd 
got deferment because my father 
Wag ill, but how long can you 
keep on lying? In the end I prew 
ashamed, and I left them and went 
back to my old friends in Musra- 
ra,” After that, Reuvon's life is a 
sad and unedifying story of work- 
ing at odd jobs, delinquency, smok- 
ing hashish, which he says has 
weakened him physically, and be- 
ing oe outside any society 
except that of street gangs. 


This is a simplified version of 
Reéuven's life. Today he is a Pan- 
ther and tomorrow, unless some- 
thing very radical happens, he 
will, at best, be a permanent wel- 
fare case, and at worst a convict. 


Reuven makes a living today 
from add joba, which include work- 
ing as a cleaner. He doesn’t work 
ag a plumber, he says, hecause he 
igs not strong enough physically, 
Like all the Jerusalem Panthers I 
have met, Reuven is pint-sized, pu- 
ny and Jooke undernourished. 


Perhaps there are other reasons 
why he does not accept a job in a 
factory, say, an one of 
them might because he finds 
it boring. Reuven's real oc- 
cupation today is that of a full- 
time, and very gifted, political agi- 
tator. Since he became Involved 
with the Panthers and became 
their very articulate representa- 
tive, all sorts of people have begun 
to offer him jobs. “Sure I want a 
job," he says, “but I'm not going 
to be bought off. If they give me 
a job, they're going to have to give 
a job to all the hundreds of other 
marginal youth in Jerusalem, 
whom we speak for.” Reuven 
wants to do his matric and might - 
prove very successful in an 
area like community work. At the 
moment, he saya, he is “working 
for ἃ social revolution in Israel. 


Reuven is a bombshell! of energy 
and could never be described as 
lazy. Like the other Jerusalem 
Black Panthers, he ig working, per- 
haps rather violently, but certainly 
through all the democratic chan- 
nelg, to get inside the society from 
which he and many others feel 
they have been excluded. 


No health insurance 


Reuven ig not » member of the 
Histadrut, and neither he nor his 
wife and two-and-s-half-year-old 
son are covered by any health in- 
surance. He is not trained In any- 
thing he feele sults “his capabili- 
ties. He would like to be a clerk, 
he says. or a youth leader, but mu- 
nicipal or government offices do 
not employ men rejected by the 
army. 


Reuven's old school, Beit Ya'a- 
κον, 5 considered by Jerusalem 
educational authorities to be one 
of the very worst. The Municipal 
School Psychology Service with- 
drew a psychologist from the 
school some time ago on the 
grounds that it was a complete 
waste of hig time. The press has 
devoted a Jot of space to another 
schoo) in Musrara, the Remez 
School, but Belt Ya'akov is appa~ 
rently much worse. This can only 
be guessed at, because Agudat 
Yisrael schools are subject only 
to loose supervision from the Min- 
istry of Education and nobody 
knows exactly what goes on there. 
But poor Musrara families go on 
sending their children there be- 
cauae the school is religious, and 
they are not sufficiently familiar 
with the school system to send 
thetr children to a better religious 
schoo! outside their area. Far legs, 
do they have the knowledge or the 
self-confidence to demand a better 
school for their children. 


Twenty yeara later, Jerusalem 
children are still being picked up 
for stealing, and juvenile courts 
are faced with the terrible dilem- 
ma of either sending them back to 
the streets, or what many of them 
believe to be an even more cor- 
rupting environment of the reform 
school. Both solutions will breed 
further’ delinquents. Reuven, at
